Washington, Dec. 22.— The Under­ 


wood bill providing for the leasing of 
the government’s Muscle Shoals pro­ 
ject will not have the support of Pres­ 


ident Ccolidge, it is said by adminis­ 
tration leaders, who are getting be­ 


hind the Jones bill for creating a fed­ 


eral commission to study the project 
and to recommend its disposition in 
a report to congress before Dec. 1, 
1925. 
This movement is led by Senator 
Reed Smoot (Rep., Utah), who 
an­ 
nounced his opposition to the Under­ 
wood bill following a conference with 
President Coolidge. 
His attitude was 
Indorsed later by such spokesmen for 
the administration as Senators W at­ 
son (Rep., Ind.), Reed (Rep., Pa.) and 
Butler (Rep., Mass.). 
President Coolidge's 
attitude 
was 
described 
by 
an 
administration 
spokesman as follows: 
“ The presi­ 
dent is not wedded to the Underwood 
bill, and never has been.* He simply 
wishes to have th • senate provide 
alternatives of both private and yuu- 
lic operation that the government can 
make the most advantageous disposi­ 
tion of Muscle Shoals. 
As this dual 
provision was in the Underwood bill 
be did not oppose it. 
He would pre­ 
fer, however, that a commission be 
created with cabinet officers as mem­ 
bers, to recommend final disposition 
of the project." 
The war finance 
corporation sub­ 
mitted to congress the annual sum­ 
mary of its operations.

gin a campaign of inspection and san­ 
itation. 
All places where poultry is 
assembled will be disinfected. 
The

grounds for fear that human health 
would be endangered by the- disease.

Provision For Handling Increasing 
Volume of Business. 


Columbus, Dec. 22.— According 
to 
Secretary James B. Dugan, the state 
public utilities commission is hope­ 
lessly swamped with applications for 


various certificates and hearings. 
Mr. Dugan 
said 
that 
more 
than 


800 applications and affidavits* are on 


file and unheard. 
From one to five 
days often is 
consumed with 
one 
hearing, and applications are coming 


in at the rate of 10 each day. 
At this 
rate, the commission each day falls 
from 10 clays to three weeks behind 
its schedule. “ Conditipns are growing 
worse each day," said 
Mr. Dugan. 
“ Ohio, with three commissioners, is 
handling one of the biggest utility 
problems of any state in the Union, 
and most other states have from five 
to seven commissioners." 
The commission feels that the state 
legislature must make some provision 
for handling the increasing volume of 
business. 
Two courses are open. The 
one favored bv the body Is the addi­ 
tion of two new members, who would 
devote full lime to bus cases, leaving 
security and rate cases to the other 
three 
In this manner two hearings 
could be conducted at the same time.' 
The alternative is the appointment 
of commission examiners to conduct 
hearings and present transcripts of 
testimony to the commission for de­ 
cision. 
The latter way, however, the 
commission bedieves. would 
not re­ 
lieve the congestion to any great eX- 
*cnt. for the commission would still 
haVe to devote time to studying the 
tran scripts. 
Faced with a mass of unfinished 
routine business and hindered by lack 
of funds, the commission early in the 
new year is confronted with the big­ 
gest task it has had to perform since 
coming into existence, in 1913. Forty- 
two telephone rate cases, involving 
principal cities of the state, are to be 
decided. 
The legislator« would have 
to make a separate appropriation of 
approximately $250,000 for the survey, 
it was pointed out. 
The state is losing thousands of 
dollars annually because the commis­ 
sion is unable to handle the huge vol­ 
ume of business, according to Dugan, 
Hundreds of applications to operate 
motor buses are on file. 
The companies can not begin oper­ 
ation 
until 
a 
certificate 
has 
been 
granted and pay no tax until then. 
The average fee from each motor bus 
operator is $100. 
Many of these ap 
plications have been on file a full 
vear, the state losing the 
revenue 
which would have been gained had 
the certificates been used promptly.

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League of Ohio Sportsmen W ill Seek

Columbus, Dec. 22.— The League of 
Ohio Sportsmen will back an anglers’ 
license bill, to be 
introduced 
next 
month in the Ohio legislature. 
Per­ 
sons under 17 years of age are ex­ 
empt under the proposed law*, which 
is the same as that introduced two 
years ago by the Ohio State grange 
and the sportsmen’s organization. The 
original bill did not 
provide 
that 
farmers should purchase a license to 
fish on their own lands, but exempted 
them the same as the hunters’ license 
law does. 
“This amendment never 
was favored by the sportsmen,” the 
league announcement said. 
“ The an­ 
glers' license bill is intended as a 
replacement fee and not as a tax for 
the privilege of going fishing, and 
the revenue derived can be used for 
building fish hatcheries and restock­ 
ing Ohio streams with millions of 
game fish without cost to the tax­ 
payers.”

ward state road improvements.

the alfalfa requirements for the period 
expect the alfalfa to grow, 
y ou expect the alfalfa to stand 
five y ears and it makes four to five 
tons of hay each y ear, y ou will need 
to apply considerable hy drated lime 
per acre. 
Unless y ou can secure hy ­ 
drated lime very cheap, y ou will find 
It better to use common ground lime­ 
stone and 
apply from 
four to five 
tons per acre if the subsoil is sour 
as well as the surface soil.
